The amendments to the claims filed on November 5, 2009 have been fully 
considered. The 35 USC 112 1®' paragraph rejection over "solvates" has been obviated 
and is thus hereby withdrawn .

Applicant's response is noted, however, it is not found to be persuasive. The 
claimed compositions are for treatment of diseases which involve the thrombopoietin 
receptor. It is maintained that the claims as drafted are not enabled because the 
specification does not enable the use of the compounds for the treatment of the 
diseases. 
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3. The 35 USC 102 rejection is nnaintained . The priority document does not provide 
sufficient support under 35 USC 112 1^' paragraph. See for example, the definition of E 
which in the priority document does not exclude pyridyl.
